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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 17 of the instant claims recites coating the 
photoresist on a wafer, coating an contrast enhancement layer upon this, providing a light source, illuminating a mask, collecting the light to 
form a patterned exposure of the CEL with the light passing through the CEL exposing the underlying resist. Claim 26 of the instant 
application recites the exposure uses an immersion technique. Claim 1 of 10/792377 recites projecting light upon a wafer coated with a 
photoresist, the light passing through a photomask, final optics, and a medium/layer including CLE material where the final optics, CEL 
material and substrate (photoresist coated wafer) are in contact and the solubility of the resist veing changed. Ffrom this it is clear that the 
copending claims embrace the embodiment of claim 26 of the instant application and the claims of the instant application embrace those of 
the copending application. The examiner notes that the CEL layer of the coepnding application to be incontact with the resist coated 
substrate is considered coated and therefore an obvious variant.
